$25,000. Sixty members of the Assembly 
voted for it; and received sums varying from 
$5,000 to $10,000°each for their votes. Only 
four members voted for the bill without pay! 
The Governor of the State received $50,000 
his Private Secretary $5,000 ; the Lieutenant 
Governor, $10,000; the Bank Comptroller; 
$10,000 ; the Clerks of the Assembly. various 
sums from $5,000 to $10,000 éach ;—and in ad- 
dition to all this the sum of $246,000 was dis- 
tributed among sundry editors, lobby-agents, 
and other outsiders to aid: in. the passage of 
the bill. Over halfa million of dollars seems 
to have been spent by the Company .in cor- 
rupting the legislators. and. other officers 
of the State, and in buying the support fe- 
quired for the. passage of this bill! 

If there is anybody left in Wisconsin who 
has not been bought, and who cares a straw 
for the honor of the State, we trust that some 
steps will be taken to punish the perpetrators 
of these most infamous and outrageous acts. 
The Railroad Company should forfeit, not only 
its lands, but its charter, and every public offi- 
cer who received ita_bribes should be indicted 
and punished with. the utmost rigor of. the 
law. Weare only. speaking of what should, 
not-what will, be done ;—for punishment for 
bribery of public officers,.on either side, is 
something of which as yet the country has 
seen no instance. But unless we are content 
to exhibit to the world the infamous spectacle 
of wholesale, unchecked, triumphant ¢orrup- 
tion ‘in our public offices, —unlega we are 
ready to confess that.a Republican Govern- 
ment means simply a government of bribery, 
—a government whose laws and law-makers 
are bought and sold, like cattle. in the mar- 
ket,—we should do well to enter upon some 
mode of remedying the evil which «is rapidly 
gaining control of every department of our 
Government.

Smooth Phrases. 

It is out of fashion te. call disagreeable 
things by their right names. When. a man 
cheats his ereditora by.e dishonest bankruptcy, 
it is styled a commercial embarrassment. If 
a speculator finds it convenient to hide his as- 
sets, in the hands of a friend, it is simply 
making an assignment to protect his own in- 
terests. British cruisers fire into our mer- 
chantmen*on the high seas, and call’ it en- 
forcing the ocean police. We seize upon the 
territory. of a neighboring country, under pre- 
text of extending the area of freedom. 

These are tolerably smooth forms of speech, 
but for siikiness of expression the first premi- 
um must be awarded to Mr. Brronw Kripovrn, 
President: of the La Crosse and Milwaukee 
Railroad. He was recently examined in re- 
spec? to his wholesale bribery of the State of- 
ficers and Legislature of .Wisconsin. Of 
course the facts could: not be denied. But 
the next best thing was done. They 
were disguised in. terms .of the. most. in- 
offensive softness. A -bribe is an ugly 
word to utter. He calls it ‘‘a pecuniary com- 
pliment.” “The Subject of gretuities” was 
mentioned between himself and the: officials. 
he was seeking to corrupt. He told theni that 
jn return for the votes he was bargaining for, 
he would: exercige “a réciprocal liberality.” 
And when it eame to buying the Governor, 
Mr. Kizpougm says he gave that functionary 
$50,000 ‘‘to propitiate his feelings!” 

Doubtless, these elegancies of language had 
a powerful effect upon the minds of the Wis- 
consin officials. Mr. Kiunpounn would not. have 
been, by any means, so sure of his men had 
he spoken plainly. . There is.a great difference 
between buying a Governor as_one might: pur- 
chase a.beast of barden, and “ propitiating his 
feelings” with a gift of $50,000...Mr. Kizpours 
is not only a great railroad manager, but well 
qualified to be a professor of polite phraseology. 
His success with the Wisconsin Legislature is 
the best possible certificate of his qualifica- 
tions.
